last message as he took his place at 
the head of the little file of men that 
marched to the room of death.

death of Rosenthal.

The one time police officer hesitated 


as he entered the execution room. It 
seemed to The witnesses ns if he was 
yisrtletl that the death chair was so 
near at hand. 
He looked quickly at 


the double row of witnesses, glanced 
rt tho floor, swept, with his bare eyes 
the wh'tpnpd walls of the room, and 
ihpn suddenly, as if coming to him- 
Ft-lf. wnlked briskly over the rubber 
nmt and seated himself in the elec- 
tric chair. 
Behind Becker followed 


the prison priest chanting tho prayer 
nf death, repented by the condemned 
man. 


"Jesus, Mary and Joseph have mer- 


cy on my soul," nervously spoke 
Becker, as the deputy warden stepped 
forward and adjusted the e'.ewodes. 


Mumbles Prayer at Last. 
Hardly a mimite elapsed before the- 
electrode was applied to the right leg. 
a slit having been previously cut in 
the trouser leg from the knee down. 
After the r-lectrodp had been firmly 
adjusted against the shaven spot at 
the back of Becker's head, the state 
pxecutionpr looked at Deputy Warden 
Johnson, who surveyed the figure that 
vas still mumbling: the praver in the 
rhflir. 
Johnson half turned his head

switch. 


The first shock lasted a full minute 


,~".d the executioner said it was 1,850 
vo'its and ten amperes in strength. 
The two prison physicians stepped

Charles Farr, the prison physician, 
pressed his finger against the artery 
in the neck.

By a close vote'the house advanced 
the bill appropriating $150,000 to the 
Wisconsin National Guards, and ad- 
vanced the bill granting state aid to 
rural school teachers, in sums rang- 
ing from five to twenty-five dollars a 
month, depending upon their special 
education 
qualification 
and

length of service as school teacher in 
the same school district.

He made public 
his correspondence with the Central 
Federated Union of New York, which 
made an inquiry regarding a state- 
ment attributed to Mr. G-ompers that 
"officers of international unions had 
received money -to pull 'oft strikes in 
Bridgeport and elsewhere in ammuni- 
tion factories." 


"I never mentioned . international 


unions," wrote Mr. Gompers, "nor 'did 
I use the word German, nor did I 
mention Bridgeport, nor did I refer 
to ammunitions factories. 
What I 


did Bay was that authentic informa- 
tion had come to me that efforts had 
been made to. corrupt men for the 
purpose of having strikes inaugurated 
among seamen and longshoremen en- 
gaged in handling American products 
and manning 
ships 
for 
European 


ports; that the corrupting influence 
was being conducted by agents of a 
foreign government, and that I had 
no doubt the same agencies and in- 
fluences were at work elsewhere with 
the same purpose in view. 


"We should all enter an emphatic 


protest and frown upon any foreign j 
Interference no matter by »hat mo- i 
tive actuated, particularly when that 
motive is ulterior and to the detri- 
ment of the. good name, growth and 
permanence' of our great cause. 
• "That effort has been.made to cor- 
rupt some of our .men for such pur- 
pose is true, but that the strikes have 
been inaugurated is untrue, and it is 
untrue because the men who have 
given time and service to workers 
of our country, have interposed in ' 
time."

Hoyne Rushes State Grand Jury's In- 


vestigation While Federal Au- 


thorlties Benin Investigation 


Before Land.!*.

Chicago, July 30.—State's Attorney 


Hoyne intimated at noon today that a 
number of Indictments charging man- 
slaughter and. criminal carelessness 
might be returned before the close of 
the day against persons held respon- 
sible for .the steamer Eastland .dis- 
aster, in which more than 1,000 lives 
were. lost. 


Includes Federal Officers. 


It was said that several federal offi- 


cers might be included in the list of 
those indicted despite the legal ques- 
tion raised over the jurisdiction of the 
state over federal officers. 
The July 


state grand jury must adjourn before 
midnight tomorrow under the law and 
the state's attorney is anxious to have 
it conclude its investigation of the 
Eastland disaster 
today if possible. 


Additional witnesses were examined 
by the body during the forenoon. 


The special federal grand jury im- 


mediately 
impaneled 
by 
United 


States Judge Landis to Investigate the 
Eastland calamity began the examina- 
tion of witnesses. 


"We propose to investigate every 


body and every circumstance connect 
ed with the wreck as directed by the 
attorney general and Judge Landis," 
said Charles F. dyne, United States 
district attorney, who had charge of 
the federal grand jury investigation. 


"We have plenty to go on and there 


will be no unnecessary delay. 
The 


entire machinery of the department of 
justice will be put to work on this 
tragedy." 


Steele Released on Bail. 


Walter C. Steele, 
secretary 
and 
treasurer 'of the St. 
Joseph-Chicago 
Steamship company, who was arrested 
yesterday on charge of criminal care- 
lessness in connection with the disas- 
ter, was released on ?10,000 bonds to- 
day and the case against him con- 
tinued to August 10. 


United States Marshal Bradlev ap- 


! pe'ared at the Eastland shortly before 
noon today 
and announced he had 
been ordered by Federal Judge Lan- 
dis to seize the boat. He displayed a 
writ of attachment. He said he would 
not interfere with the work of raisirix 
the vessel. 


Mayor Thompson said 
today 
he 
would revoke the license of any un- 
dertaker who overcharged familfes of 
Easttand- victims in funeral expenses. 
Several such complaints have been 
received by the mayor and-investiga- 
tion is being made. 


Work of raising the Eastland pro- 
gressed slowly today. The big vessel 
has been encircled with heavy cables 
Large pontoons are being forced un- 
der the stem and stern. The sealing 
of the hatches and portholes is under 
way. 
When this is completed the hull 
will be pumped out and effort made 
to right the derelict. It will take a 
week or more to get the vessel on its 
keel, according to those in charge of 
the work. 


Meanwhile a flotilla of 
launches 
dragged the river and ten divers con- 
tinued their search for bodies of vic- 
tims. 


Total Dead 1,071. 


At nine o'clock this morning the 
latest figures on loss of life showed 
the identified dead S33, unidentified 
dead 2. Western 
Electric company 
list of missing, 236. Total. 1,071. 
When the inquiries which'is being 
conducted by Secretary Redfield into 
the cause of the Eastland disaster was 
resumed today, Robert Reid, United 
States inspector of steamboats, with 
headquarters at Grand Haven, Michi- 
gan, was called to the stand.

boat owner had ever tried to influence 
him in making inspections of vessels. 
At one time Heid said he threatened

Pederson, commander of the 
Eastland. because he had thrown off 
a stern line on '.he Eastland without 
warning nearby boats, which were en- 
dangered by die act. 


• Mr. Reid was' one of six men or- 
dered held by the coroner's jury to 
the state grand jury, and is the father- 
in-law of J. E. Erickson, chief engin- 
eer of the Eastland, who also .was held 
to the grand jury. The witness was 
examined by A. L. Thurman, solicitor 
for department of commerce. 


Three Inquiries Continue. 


Federal and state grand jury and 
the board representing the steamboat 
Inspection service resumed their in- 
quiries this morning into the respon- 
sibility for the capsizing of the steam- 
ship Eastland, Saturday last. State's 
Attorney Hoyne is preparing to aek 
today for indictments in response to 
recommendations 
of the 
coroner's 
jury, but stated that he had not de- 
cided whether to ask for the indict- 
ment o£ federal steamboat inspectors, 
Reid and Eckliss. 
, Secretary Hedfleld has informed Mr. 
Hoyne of legal technicality that might 
make it impossible to bring these men 
to tria-1 in the state court. 
Under Judge Landis' instruction the 
investigation of the 
federal grand 
jury will cover every phase of con- 
struction 
and authorization of the 
vessel. 
"It is sufficient to say we will in- 
vestigate every person 
and 
circum- 
stance as has been directed by the 
attorney general to Judge 
Landis," 
said United States District Attorney 
Clyne.

Captain Henry Pederson of the 
Eastland declared in an interview at 
the county jail he would make a-fight 
to prove himself innocent.

Waldorf 
Salad—Six 
apples, 
four 
stalks celery, one-quarter cup chop- 
ped auts, four chopper figs. Cut up 
apples and celery and mix with nuts 
and figs and pour dressing over the 
whole. 


Boiled Dressing—One 
teaspoonful 
salt, one teaspoonful mustard, one 
teaspoonful 
sugar, 
one 
egg, 
one 
cup milk, one-half cup lemon juice, 
two tablespoonfuls 'flour, one table- 
spoonful butter. 
Mix dry ingredients, 
add egg beaten slightly, then milk 
lemon juice and butter.- Put in a 
sauce pan over the fire and stir con- 
stantly until thick. Remove from fire 
strain and set aside to cool. 


Cream of Tomato Soup—Two cups 
tomato juice one

milk, three

lnfcctloL-8 Dliease Gain* AOC«M to the 


Body of Young Animal Soon 


After Iti Birth. 


(Br C. H. ECKLES, Mt«souri Experiment 
Station.) 


One kind of scours Is an infectious 


disease which gains access to the body 
of the calf soon after birth through 
the freshly broken navel cord. It usu- 
ally occurs within a week and often 
within 48 hours after the calf IB born, 
and rune Its course quickly. 
The 


symptoms are sudden, severe sickness, 
sunken eyes and usually a white, foul- 
smelling dung. 
If one calf has be- 


come Infected others are liable to con- 
tract the disease and die in the same 
manner. It is important to thoroughly 
disinfect box stalla -where calves are 
dropped and hare them well bedded 
with clean straw. It is always a good 
plan to disinfect the navel cord when 
the, calf is born and, if there » reason 
to suspect they might contract the dls 
ease, extra precautions should be 
taken, such SB singeing the cord with 
a hot iron, which stops up the opening, 
or to tie the end of the cord with a 
string and wrap a strip of cloth 
around the calf's body. A mild solu- 
tion of creolln, zenoleum or carbolic 
acid should be applied to the cord as 
a disinfectant.

Common Cows Capable ef Producing 


Much Larger Yield Than Secured 


by Ordinary Methods. 


i(By T.-l* HABCKJBH, Minnesota Experi- 
ment Station.) 


FVom a careful Investigation we find 


that onr common cows are capable of 
producing a much larger yield than is 
s«cnred from the average common cow 
In the state. During the pact decade 
we nave always had at the Minnesota 
university farm, in the dairy herd, a 
number of common cows; that is, cows 
with no dairy; heredity. 


The average yield from these com- 


mon cows, for *3 yearly records, is 
6,MO pounds of milk and. 221 peunds 
of butter; which last, valued at 27 
cents per pound, IB equal in round 
numbers to $60 for butter alone. The 
average receipt per common cow In 
the state is $46.40; which shows that 
the average cow is yielding $14 less 
per annum than she might easily yield 
If given 'the same care and feed as are 
given the cows at university farm.

when Rosenthal made an affidavit of 
MS charges, which was published in 
£ew York newspapers. The next day 
he agreed to go before the grand 
yury the following day and tell what 
he knew of New York's police graft. 


History of Crime, 


Shortly after midnight of the 16th, 
Rosenthal was 
eating- a late supper 
in the grill room of the Hotel Metro- 
pole in Forty-third street, just off 
Broadway. 
A young man, 
whose 


Jndentity never was clearly establish- 
ed, appeared at the door and beckon- 
ed him. Roseathal 
was 
afraid his 
enemies would "get him," for he had 
confided as much to District Attorney 
Whitman when he made his affidavit, 
but he rose from the table and went 
out the door. 


As he stepped from the door into

street, 
his 
frame 
silhouetted

interior, four men standing 
on

curb, fired simultaneously 
and

gambler dropped to the sidewalk.

This was one 


of the strongest links in the District 
Attorney's -chain, as it tended to cor- 
roborate 
Rose's 
graft 
revelations. 
Becker 
attempted 
to 
explain 
the 
money by saying it was the accumula- 
tion of years of saving by he and his 


wife, but the agents discovered that 
Becker had been divorced, disproving 
bJa story. 


Zellg Shot Down. 


, On October 6, the day before Beck- 
er was put on trial, "Big Jack" Zellg. 
famous East Eide gunman, and "boss" 
of the four that murdered Rosentha!, 
was ghot to death in Sscond avenue 
by a gangster. 
Becker went to trial the next day 
before Justlc Goff. 
In three weeks, 
on Oct. 24, the Jury returned a ver- 
dict "guilty In the first degree." 
Becker was convicted mainly on 
the testimony 
of Jack Rose, about 
the now famous "Harlem Conference.' 
In that conference. Rose swore, he 
met Becker at 124th street and Sev- 
enth avenue, on the night of June 27, 
and Becker promised him . and 
his 
pals immunity if they would put Ros- 
enthal out of the way. The testimony 
of Weber and 
Vallon 
corroborated 
Rose's statements. 
It 
was further 
corroborated by a negro named Mar- 
shall, in no way connected with the 
case, who said he saw Rose and Beck- 
er talking on that corner that night. 
After his conviction, which he took 
with 
remarkable fortitude, Becker 
was sentenced to die on Dec. 9. An 
appeal saved him, however, as it act- 
ed as a stay of execution. 
On November 19, "Gyp the Blood," 
"Whiter Lewis," "Dago Frank" and 
' Lerty Louis" were found guilty of 
murder in the first degree and 
were 
sentenced to be electrocuted. 


Little of 
importance occurred In 
the cases during 1913. There 
were 
sporadic outbursts 
of activity, but 
nothing definite developed. 


Becker spent all this 
time in the 
death house at Sing Sing, near where 
the iour gunmen were awaiting death 
His iron nerve never faltered. Neither 
did 'those at his four hire-linga. 


Hope Swept Away. 
It was Feb. 24 before a rift tn the 


clouds revealed to the convicted po- 
lice lieutenant a chance to escape the 
chair. 
On that date the Cour* of 
Appeals set aside the verdict and or- 
dered a re-trial. 
The 
same court 


however, as a,part of the same ruling 
affirmed the death sentence of the four 
gunmen, and they were elctrocuted 
in Sing Sing on April 13, after every 
means to save their lives had been ex- 
hausted. 


Becker was jubilant over his new 


trial. 
He could not see anything but 
that he would be acquitted. 


On May 6, he was again put on 
trial for murder, this time before Jus- 
tice Seabury. 
Sixteen days later he 
again stood before the bar and heard: 


: Guilty of murder in the first degree " 
But again he kept 
his 
remarkable 
nerve and walked from the courtroom 
witho'U n. 'iv,™-.- "; was again sen- 
,tenced to be executed. 


His fuduuo a.>.u iinurneys, however, 
cheered him up with prospects 
of 
another victory on the appeal 
The case dragged along then until 


May 25, 1915, when the Court of Ap- 
peals all but crushed .his last hope 
when it affirmed his second convic- 
tion. 
Three weeks later the court 
sealed his fate by refusing to listen 
to the re-argument of the appeal. 
There was but one chance left—a 
computation, from the Governor. Rut 
the Governor of 1915 and the fighting 
young District Attorney of 1912 were 
the same man, Whitman having step- 
ped into the governor's chair. 


Gunmen Driven Out. 
Becker's conviction and the accom- 


panying volumes of publicity 
given 
the cases all over the United States 
cleared New York of the gunmen anil 
the gangsters to a large extent. Be- 
fore July, 1912, New York's East side, 
with 
ita 
labyrinths 
of 
alley-like 
streets, blind alleys and squalid tene- 
ments and buildings bad 
been 
a 
breeding and nesting place for gangs- 
ters and gunmen. 
The police seem- 


ed unable to stop them. Gambling of 
all kinds flourished throughout 
the 
East side 'and the Tenderloin District 
further up town. But the Becker con- 
viction and the electrocution of four 
of the East side's sons—"put .the fear 
of God in their hearts," as one of the 
lawyers connected with'the case term- 
ed It. 


Becker's Iron nerve and composure 
throughout the ups and downs of his 
three years' bitter fight for life was 
at once the surprise of his enemies 
and the gratification of his friends. 


Twice had he withstood the ordeals 


)f long trials; many times had he had 
lis hopes raised to the highest pinna- 
cle, only to see them crash about him 
At both of his trials he was the cyno- 
iure of eyes that co'ntinually looked 
or the slightest trace of a break- 
down, but he never quivered, and so 
far as is known his long confinement 
in the death house, with its gloomy 
surroundings, never shook him

Becker's career as a policeman was 
a tempestuous one. He was leader 
of the "strong arm" squad, which had 
charge 
of 
controlling vice 
in

scrapes of different kinds; charges of 
persecution 
were filed against him 
many times, and there were equally 
as many charges of showing discrim- 
ination. 
, The split between Becker and Ros- 
enthal, according 
to 
the evidence, 
was the 
indirect result of some ot 


these charges. 
Rosenthal, according 
to Ills story, had formed a coalition 
with the police ,lieutenant to protect 
the gambler's house. As Becker was 
in charge of that district and a sort 
of special agent on gambling, this was 
easy for him to do. But other gam- 
lers learned of it. and when they were 
raided, 
and 
their 
paraphernalia 
smashed or 
confiscated , they com- 


plained to Becker's superiors. 
Forced to act on account of 
(he 
pressure brought to bear 
by 
those 


above him, Becker notified Rosenthal 
according to the evidence, that he was 
going to raid the place one night early 
in July, 1912. Rosenthal, Incensed at 
this, and fearing that 
Becker was 
double crossing" him, paid no atten- 


tion to it. The place was raided, the 
furnisnings destroyed and a police- 
man stationed at the house night and 
clay to see that no gambling went on. 
This was the match that touched off 
Rostmthal's. hatred of 
policemen 
in 
general, and in the parlance of the 
underworld, he "squealed." 


Through all his troubles, Becker's 


wife 
remained 
steadfastly 
true to 
him, visiting htm in the death house 
as often as she was allowed, sitting 
beside him throughout his trials and 
securing his lawyers. 


Becker leaves two brothers —John 
Becker, a police official, and Jack- 
son Becker. He was 44 years old His 
parents came to New York from G-er- 
mativ, and Becker passed all of his 
life here.

Emperor 
Wilhelm 
foresaw 
twenty 


years ago the possibilities of the Max- 
im gun, now so prominent in war re- 
ports^ and ordered vast quantities of 
tnis death-dealing weapon, was told 
here today for the first time by Sir 
Hiram Maxim, the aged .American in- 
ventor. 


Today the German army has ap- 
proximately 55,000 of these machine 
guns and the British government and 
other governments are making them 
as fast as they can, all 
of which 
proves that the day of the single 
shot rifle is past in modern warfare 
says Sir Hiram. 


It was Albert Edward. Prince of 
Wales, later King Edward, who called 
the Kaiser's attention to the Maxim 
gun, says the inventor. The King was 
on a visit to his 
Imperial 
nephew 
^'"en one day he inquired casually 
of Wilhelm if he had chanced to no- 
tice the Maxim gun. The Kaiser ac- 
knowledged he had not but immedi- 
ately declared his interest when told 
it could fire bullets' at the rate of 
600 a minute. 


There happened to be one of the 
newly invented. Maxims on a range 
not far from the palace and together 
with his guest, the Kaiser went to 
the range to watch It perform. 
Sir 
Hiram, who was present, adds: 


"Orders were sent to have every- 
thing ready and when the Kaiser and 
the Prince visited the grounds they 
found four machine guns and four 
big targets at a distance of 200 me- 
tres. 
The old Catling gun was first 
fired. It was very heavy and had six 
barrels. The Nordenfeldt five-barrel- 
ed gun was also fired and the two- 
barreled Gardner. 
It required 
four 
men to serve each gun. and when they 
attempted to work the guns too rap- 
idly they seemed to jam. 
They got 
through with 150 to 200 rounds a 
minute. 
One man, 
an 
experienced 
sunner, then sat on the tail of the 
little Maxim gun, carefully adjusted 
the sights, pulled the trigger and 333 
rounds went off in sligthly over a half 
minute. (The Maxim gun is loaded 
and fired by its own recoil.) The Kai- 
ser and the Prince then walked down 
and examined the targets. ,The hits 
made by the hand-worked machines 
were scattered all over 
the 
place. 
These guns had been disturbed by 
the working of the cranks and levers, 
whereas the Maxim, not being inter- 
fered with by an external force, had 
mane nearly all hits in the bullseye 
or close to it. 


"When the 
Kaiser 
returned, 
he 
placed his finger on the Maxim gun ! 
and said, 'That is the gun, there is ' 
no other.' He then caused orders to 
be given to turn these guns out very 
rapidly and in vast quantities, 
and 
they are now making history very 
much to our cost. 


"If we wish to heat the Germans at 
their own game, it is necessary to be 
supplied with a great number of auto-

matic machine guns." 


Sir Hiram first began w.ork on the 
automatic gun in 1881, when he was 
chief engineer and electrician of the 
'[j. S. Lighting company of New York. 
He later exhibited his invention be- 
fore officials in France and England 
and after a more perfect machine had 
been made he took it to Germany 
where the Kaiser was the first to rec- 
ognize its value. 
,,TIn tis statement, Sir Hiram says: 
In the -war between Russia 
and 
Japan, two-thirds of all the casual- 
ties among the Japanese were caused 
by Maxim guns and In the present 
war the most important arm is with- 
out doubt the automatic machine gun 
firing rifle cartridges. 
It is fast sup- 
planting the hand rifle. 
It is with this weapon that a thin 
line of Germans, stretching across the 
continent, is able to hold back the 
French and English while vast .hordes 
of the Kaiser's men are driving hack 
the Russians on the Eastern front
